SOME STATE TAX MONIES 
RETURN FOR LOCAL USE 


In a ruling that left Sierra 
Madre city officials slightly 
red faced, Superior Court Judge 
Frank G. Swain this week de¬ 
cided against Col. and Mrs. 
Ruth Thurber in a zoning dis¬ 
pute. 

The court issued a prelim¬ 
inary injunction to the Thur- 
bers Tuesday, preventing them 
from carrying on with their 
building of a second house on 
their R-l property. 

The matter now will be set 
for trial, with the Thurbers 
either being permanently en¬ 
joined from building or getting 
a “green light” to proceed. 

Judge Swain ruled, in effect, 
that in order for a person to 
build a house in a R-l zone, 
he must have 7500 square feet 
surrounding the house. That is, 
if a person’s property meas¬ 
ures 15,000 square feet in area, 
he must divide it into two 
equal parts in order to build 
two houses. Each house, in 
other words, must have 7500 
square feet the court said.

Although many people think they “kiss goodbye forever” tax 
money for gasoline, alcoholic beverages, and vehicle licenses, 
this isn’t necessarily so. In Sierra Madre, for example, the city 
will receive from the state an amount equal to five-sevenths of 
all the anticipated city tax income for general fund purposes. 

Minus the administrative 
costs, the amount -is virtually 
the same as was painfully re¬ 
moved from Sierra Madreans 
through these three state taxes. 

City Administrator R. Merritt 
Baker announced last week 
that the total from “state sub¬ 
vention grants” will come to 
about $50,367. State Controller 
Thomas H. Kuchel estimated 
that the figure will be broken 
down as follows: $26,947, motor 
vehicle license or “in lieu” tax; 

$20,920, gasoline tax; and $2500, 
alcoholic beverage tax. 

The local anticipated tax in¬ 
come for general fund pur¬ 
poses, based on the city’s $1 
general tax rate per $100 as¬ 
sessed valuation, is $70,759.84,

according to Mr. Baker. 

This money from the state, 
which is sort of a “refund,” 
must be used for specific pur¬ 
poses, of course. Gas tax mon¬ 
ies, for example, can be used 
only for major street improve¬ 
ment projects such as the re¬ 
cent work on Baldwin, Sierra 
Madre boulevard and Kersting 
Court. 

While the state grants are 
virtually "refunds” for the mo¬ 
toring public and for those who 
drink, they are just plain gravy 
for the stay-at-home tee-totaler. 
He reaps all the benefits of im¬ 
proved streets or other services 
buyable with this money with¬ 
out having to pay anything.

Concerning his political affi¬ 
liation, the Sierra Madrean 
said he is a Democrat, “but (I) 
believe in putting Americanism 
above partisanship.” 

“I will not run against any¬ 
one, but only for a chance to 
serve honorably,” Mr. Shippey 
emphasized. "If elected, I will 
deeply appreciate that crown¬ 
ing honor to my career.”

WHAT TO DO TO MINIMIZE 
SMOG DAMAGE 

The Science of chiropractic is based 
on the conceot that it is nature and not 
the doctor which heals.

For weight reduction, eat a good substantial breakfast 
Studies recently made at the University of Chicago and other 
research centers show that the individual who eats a good 
breakfast is much less liable to accumulate fat around the 
midriff than is the person who stuffs at dinner then staggers 
to the nearest armchair for an 
evening’s relaxation. 

Unbelievable as it seems, 
some people can lose weight 
without reducing the amount 
of food eaten—if not excessive, 
without appreciably altering 
the kinds of food consumed, 
and without resorting to either 
drugs or exercise. According to 
the latest word from food ex¬ 
perts, it can be done by fol¬ 
lowing the new eating pattern. 

The secret of this controlled 
type of eating seems to depend 
on eating heavily during the 
early part of the day when the 
food is digested and absorbed 
by the daytime activity. Food 
eaten at night, shortly before 
going to bed or before ar. eve¬ 
ning of rest, is largely digested 
and absorbed during sleep or 
relaxation. This is the time 
when the body has least need 
of fuel and when unnecessary 
food is most apt to be deposit¬ 
ed on the body in the form of 
fat. 

People who either skip 
breakfast or eat a skimpy one 
when trying to reduce are ap¬ 
parently using the wrong 
technique. Studies from Iowa 
State University show that the 
eating of heavy breakfasts does 
not put on extra pounds. Other 
significant results were also 
revealed. The craving for mid¬ 
day snacks and that “gone” 
feeling at lunchtime—which 
so frequently leads to over-eat¬ 
ing, were completely elimin¬ 
ated. 

It was also established that 
mental and physical efficien¬ 
cy are increased when a good 
breakfast is eaten. There is a 
greater work output—with few¬ 
er accidents for industrial 
workers, less morning hunger 
and consequently less faint¬ 
ness, nausea and mid-morning 
fatigue. 

Proportionately about 25 per 
cent of the day’s calorics should 
be included in the daily 
breakfast which should also 
contain about one-third of the 
day’s required amount of pro¬ 
tein. 

A good breakfast for an adult 
consists of whole grain or en¬ 
riched cereal, milk, fruit or

Strangely enough, 
this breakfast was found to be 
more efficient than the heav¬ 
ier type of meal which includ¬ 
ed eggs, bacon or sausage. It 
seems that growing children 
are the only ones who actual¬ 
ly need these particular foods 
at breakfast time. Efficiency or 
no, many adults will prefer to 
stick with their “ham ’n eggs.” 

There is little doubt that the 
“nutritional effectiveness of 
the foods we eat depends to 
some extent upon the way they 
are distributed in the day’s 
meals.” This is the latest word 
issued by the Bureau of Hu¬ 
man Nutrition in Washington 
and it adds up to good nutri¬ 
tional common sense. A good 
breakfast certainly leads to 
better health and is an easy 
way to keep or get a stream¬ 
lined figure.

Refusal to pay an $8 city business license on the part of 
Publisher Jack Hammond of the Corona Daily Independent, who 
contends it isn’t constitutional, today stands one step nearer 
to a climax. Because Hammond told the city councilmen that he 
wouldn’t pay the license they filed suit in Justice Court last 
summer. Hammond came back 
with an answer which con¬ 
tended that the City of Corona, 
by assessing the license 
against his newspaper, violat¬ 
ed the first amendment of the 
United States Constitution 
which guarantees freedom of 
the press. 

With Hammond’s answer, the 
suit automatically was trans¬ 
ferred to the Riverside County 
Superior Court where it now

is pending. Hammond does not 
stand alone in this legal test. 
The California Newspaper Pub¬ 
lishers Association immediate¬ 
ly rallied to his support and 
two hundred thirty-nine of its 
daily and weekly members con¬ 
tributed money to help Ham¬ 
mond carry the case to the 
United States Supreme Court. 
A majority of cities through¬ 
out the state assess similar li¬ 
censes against newspapers. 

General Manager John B. 
Long of CNPA has stated pub¬ 
licly that his organization op¬ 
poses the practice of munici¬ 
palities assessing business li¬ 
censes against newspapers be¬ 
cause the power to license also 
carries with it the power to re¬ 
fuse a license. Conceivably this 
could lead to political control 
of newspapers. Hammond has 
made it clear that he has no 
objection to paying taxes the 
same as any other business. 
But he does point to the dif¬ 
ference between a tax and a 
license to operate. 

After Corona City Attorney 
John Ganahl filed the suit in 
the Justice Court in an effort 
to force the newspaper to pay 
the license, CNPA’s attorney, 
Gail Selig, filed an answer in 
which the allegations made by 
the city were admitted. How¬ 
ever, Selig set up an affirma¬ 
tive defense by attacking the 
constitutionality of the city’s 
right to levy the license.

lieve a person can build two 
houses on his property if he 
has 15,000 square feet and 
abides by the front, side, and 
rear yard requirements. 

This view has been shared 
by City Attorney T. Guy Cor- 
nyn and one or two other city 
officials responsible for inter¬ 
preting the zoning ordinance. 
The Thurbers say they were 
told by the Planning Commis¬ 
sion and Mr. Cornyn that their 
proposed building was within 
the meaning of the law. 

Mr. Cornyn said Tuesday that 
the court’s decision would 
mean that Sierra Madre’s zon¬ 
ing ordinance probably would 
have to be amended or a clari¬ 
fying^ ordinance adopted.

A heliport for Sierra Madre 
was suggested by City Planner 
W. E. Bowers last week. 

Mr. Bowers made the recom¬ 
mendation during his report on 
a Planning Congress meeting 
at which the heliport idea was 
expounded. 

He estimated that it would 
take an area 200 by 200 feet. 

Planning Commission Chair¬ 
man Mrs. Robert Wright point¬ 
ed out that a heliport would 
be especially desirable as a 
preparation against disasters. 

If all other means of transpor¬ 
tation were cut off, the port 
still could be used to fly in 
medical supplies. 

Mr. Bowers explained that 
although it now takes only four 
hours to fly to New York by 
jet plane, one fourth of this 
time is spent in getting to and 
from the airports. 

In discussing possible sites 
for a heliport here, Council¬ 
man Noren Eaton said the city 
baseball field probably is the 
most suitable one. “And if the 
field must be saved for water 
ptlrposes,” he said, “that 
would be ruled out.”

night,” Mr. McMillan said. 
“But since we can’t, there 
should be some provision for 
those who have legitimate rea¬ 
sons for leaving them out.” 

It also would do away with 
the appearance of “playing 
favorites," he said, when some 
cars get tagged and some do 
not. 

"The law as it is now could 
be enforced, but we don’t be¬ 
cause it creates a hardship on 
so many,” the chief explained. 

“If no one enforces the pres¬ 
ent ordinance, let’s repeal it,” 
stated Councilman Noren Eat¬ 
on. “Either repeal it or put it 
into effect." 

Mr. Cornyn will make a rec¬ 
ommendation on the matter at 
the next meeting of the coun¬ 
cil.
